He then took notice, that many _manufacto- 
ries were much diftrefled for want of fuel, having 
nothing but peat in pany parts of Scotland as a fub- 
fithery, aod thewed the advantages Wat niignt Be Me 
rived from it, by the ereGting of the. feveral towns 
and villages about to be eftablifhed for the purpofe 
of the fifheries on the northern coalts, and, for the 
encouraging of which, the duty, he was of opinion, 
ought to be taken off fuch coals as fhould be. carri- 
ed coaftways. He faid, that, in the courfe of the 
laft twelve years, upwards of 6000 perfons had emi- 
grated from Scotland, and that at leat 3000 more | 
were about to leave their country, unlefs thofe fith 
ing towns fhould receive that encouragement they 
were entitled to expect from Parliament. He faid, 
that this would not be a repeal of the duty of coals, :

Further Particulars refpefting Mr Fitzcerarp. 

After fenterice of death was pronounced upon Mr 
Fitagerald, he addreffed the Court as follows :— 

66 My Lords, 

 T humbly hope for the humane indulgence of 
this Court, to my prefent moft unhappy fituation. I 
do not mean, my Lords, to take up your time ; but 
I truft that what-I thall fay will be attended with ef- 
fe&. The very thort period of time that has elapfed 
fince my conviction has been taken up in adjufting 
my temporal affairs ; and in truth, my Lords, even 
thefe-are not yet perfealy forled: bur I now with 
to make fome preparation, fome fettlement of peace 
with Heaven, before I pafs into the prefence of an 
all-feeing and jultly offended God, which I am a- 
bout to do. ' 

** My Lords, you may be led to imagine that I 
plead for this indulgence of time in hopeful expec- 
tation of obtaining his Majetty’s pardon; but, my 
Lords, I do moft folemnly declare it is no fuch in- 
ducement ; for, if his Majefty were to offer me his 
pardon, nay his Crown along with it, I would not 
accept of either the one or the other; under the 
weight of fuch a verdict again{t me, it is impofhible 
{ could ever look one of the community in the coun- 
tenance, or again hold up my head in fociety. Let 
it not be underftood, my Lords, that by this decla- 
ration I infinuate or infer the fmalleft degree of cen- 
fure on the verdia of the Jury. No, my Lords, I 
know them all to be gentlemen of the moft fair and 
irreprpachable characters ; men not to be biaffed, and 
who could not avoid bringing me in guilty if I were 
their brother, from the body of evidence that has 
appeared againft me-——which, if I was before ac- 
quainted with, I thould have endeavoured to hare 





witnefles to repel that body ; but that, my Lords 
is not now a matter for confideration—the y 
thing I plead for is time. 

** Tt is alfo faid, my Lords, that I want that time 
to commit an act of fuicide; but I have too many 
offences on my back, and dreadful crimes to account 
for, to have fuch a miferable paffport into eternity.” 

Here he ended his fpeech ; and the Chief Baron 
with tears in his eyes, recapitulated the rigour of 
the law, and his duty as a Judge, obferving, that 
the unfortunate Mr M*Donnell had been fent into 
eternity without a moinent’s warning: That after 
fentence of death chad been paffed, and the order for 
execution, it was not in the power of the Court to 
interfere, and his requeft mult reft with the humas 
nity of the Sheriff. 

The caufes of the quarrel between Fitzgerald and 
M‘Donnell, which terminated in both their deaths, 
was as follows :—T'wo ladies held a farm under Mr 
M‘Donnell ; the leafe expired, and as the land had 
been fet at a very low rent, and he was a confider- 
able gainer by the fall of the leafe, he refufed to ree 
new it. Fitzgerald interfered, and infilted he fhould : 
he even went fo far as to take pofleffion for the la~ 
dies. The former applied to the laws for redrefs g 
many rencounters enfucd, and many attempts were 
afterwards made to afizfinate Mr M‘Donnell, until

Among the many horrid circumttances circulated 
relative to the ill-fated Fitzgerald, is the following = 
He had, it feems, a trufty fervant, whom he ac« 
quainted with his fecrets, and who faithfully exe- 
cuted all his commiliions. At tengtn the man had 
waded through fo much iniquity, that he began ta 
relent, and vifibly betrayed fome marks of compunc- 


dias aa SS ee 
ferved, and as he was confcious that the man kneqw 
too mach, he from that moment determined to make 
away with him. Accordingly he caufed liquor to 
be fent to the kitchen, and when he judged the fer- 
vants might be heated with drinking, he entered im 
perfon, and foon contrived to create a quarrel be- 
tween this man and another. They proceeded to 
fight, but he afked them, were they afraid to take 
piltals ? The fellow whofe death Fitzgerald had fixs 
ed on, aS might be naturally expected from one of 
fuch a difpofition, replied, he was not. The other 
feemed to fhow fome relu&tance, but Fitzgerald in- 
ftantly whifpered him, that his opponent’s piltol 
fhould only be charged with powder. Piltols were 
then brought, Fitzgerald was as good as his word, 
and at the third fire the unfortunate man was fhot 
through the body. Thus, apparently through a fro- 
lic, he was able to annihilate a man whofe exiftence 
he had reafon to dread. 

Much of this dreadful complexion is the tranfac- 
tion related by Scots Andrew. One Renny, a fer- 
vant of Fitzgerald, and a reputed natural fon of his 
father’s, was commiflioned to fhoot Ch. L. Fitzge- 
rald, Fitzgerald’s own brother. He accordingly 
met the devoted object, but whether from the im/ 
pulfe of nature, (being his own natural brother) or 
whether from a fenfe of the atrocioufnefs of the 
deed, is not known ; he did not fire, although pro- 
vided with a cafe of piftols for the purpofe. Le re- 
turned to Fitzgerald, and told him that he had 
| {napped both piftols at his brother, but they did not 
go off, and that aftérwards he began to relent, and 
defifted. Fitzgerald finding he began to waver, 
———e 


only 


him, as he was in a paflion when he gave him the 
orders, which. had now fubfided.” He then took 
the piftols from him, told him to go into the gar- 
den, and he would follow him. He accordingly 
did in a few minutes, where he met Renny coming 
up to him, as Scots Andrew aflerts. He faid, * So 
thefe piftols miffed fire! They were not ufed fo to dos 
PU try them with you,” putting the piftol to the 
man’s ear, and fhooting him through the head—He 
then, with the afliftance of Scots Andrew, buried 
him in the garden, (at Terenure, in this county, 
where Fitzgerald then refided). In order to re- 
move any fufpicion from Renny’s non-appearance, 
he advertifed him in the public papers, as having run 
away from his fervice. Scots Andrew only defired 
that the garden might be fearched, and he was wile 
ling to forfeit his life if the body was not found.
